Nothing Settled 


Mr. Byrnes, U.S secretary of state, 
suggests that the general conference on 
Furopean peace treaties be held at Paris on 
June 15th. It was to have opened at the be- 
ginning of this month. It was postponed be- 
cause the preliminary talks of the Big 
foreign ministers had not cleared the ground, 
as had been hoped. 

There has, in fact, been very little clear- 
ing done. The broad effect of the talks has 
been to discover issues on which the big 
Allied powers are disagreed. The ministers 
have apparently abandoned hope of ending 
the disagreements, or of even narrowing 
them. They are now reviewing problems in 
the drafting of peace treaties with the Axis 
satellites, but ‘‘without seeking solutions to 
any of them.”

Ontario is looking toward Alberta for) 
coal. This is stated by the Dominion coal con- 
troller, at Ottawa. The Government, he says, 
is considering means to get western coal to 
Ontario factories and homes as quickly as 
possible and in larger quantity than ever be-| 
fore. The unusual demand is created, of| 
course, by the stoppage of supplies from the 
United States and the exhaustion of reserves 
in storage bins and fuel yards. 


This is good news for Alberta mine-oper- 
ators and miners. Their outlook is for brisk! 
business and steady employment through the 
summer and well into next winter. Because 
when the U.S. mines resume production the 
home market will have first call on the out- 
put and will require enormous quantities to 
replace the vanished reserves, over and 
above current needs. 

But there is another point to be noted. 
The position of the Alberta coal user, and 
those in the other western provinces who de- 
pend upon Alberta coal, may not be so 
happy. The controller’s agent at Calgary de- 


clined to give any information as to how 
many mines are now working in Alberta,! 
how much coal they are taking out, and how 


much is moving eastward. 

The inference is that extra coal sent to, 
Ontario during the summer and fall may | 
leave a scarcity in the west when cold wea- 
ther arrives. The coal consumer anywhere in 
the prairie provinces would seem to be well 
advised to lay in his supplies for next winter 
as soon as he can n get an order filled.
